sugar industry is now unnecessary as the said Commission has submitted its report; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the said Act, 
the Central Government hereby declares that the Commission aforesaid shall cease 
to exist with effect from the 1st November, 1965,
